A « on n d policy was set forth W ed n es­ 
d ay l)y the n ew .« « tate con servation com- 
rrission when it was an n oun ced th a t gam e 
fish raised in Missouri’s slate hatcheries 
n o lon ger would be d istributed to private 
waters. 
For man y y ears spoitsmen have 
won d ered why gam e fi.sh prod uced with 
fun d s d erived from the sale of hun tin g 
an d fishin g licen se.s should be given free 
to in d ivid uals for stockin g private pon d s 
that are barred 
to the 
public, 
or for 
stockin g commercial lakes where a fish­ 
in g fee is charged by the own ers. 
Be­ 
cause of this practice a large portion of 
the output of state hatcheries has been 
d iverted from our Ozark streams which 
con stitute 
some 
of 
the 
fin est 
n atural 
breed in g groun d s for game fish in the 
coun try . 


The above policy is also in complete 
harm on y with the spirit of the wild life 
am en d m en t 
passed 
last 
November, be­ 
cause it m arks an other m ajo r step tow ard 
removin g the state gam e an d fish d e p a rt­ 
men t from politics. 
U n d er the old policy 
w hereby fish were given out on applica­

St. Petersburg, Fla., spen d s 
about 8 40,000 an n ually of city mon ey for 
this purpose. 
The largest sum was spen t 
last y ear by Los An geles coun ty , n early a 
half million d ollars. 
San Fran cisco will 
spen d 8 200,000 for commun ity ad vertis­ 
in g tliis y ear. 
Miami Beach levies a spe­ 
cial 2-mill tax for ad vertisin g. Californ ia 
laws provid e th at mun icipal corporation s 
may spen d a sum n ot exceed in g 5 cen ts 
on each $100 of assessed valuation , while 
coun ties may spen d 4 cen ts.
